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EDUCATIONAL COLUMN 


No. 5. 


Those who have been interested in 
the Andover Play School, believing 
that it has served not merely in “keep- 
ing idle hands and brains out of mis- 
chief,” but also in providing an edu- 
éation of real value supplementary to 
that of the regular school ; and those 
who have entertained hopes of a Rich- 
ardson Field redeemed as a public park 
and play-ground, will be interested in 
the following paper by Mr. D. C. 
Heath, of the firm of D. C. Heath & 
Co,, Boston, read at a recent meeting of 
an educational society in Newton, and 
now kindly loaned for. publication in 
this column. 


A Committee on Systematized Play 

For children, playing is living, and 
the value of each day and hour is 
measured by the amount of play that 
can be or has been put into it. In play 
the child engages in life activities, in- 
stead of merely observing them. Dur. 
ing the first fifteen years ‘the average 
child) should spend as many waking 
hours in play, relaxation and rest as he 
spends in study and work. Take into 
account the effect of play upon his ani- 
mal life, and the’ physical, mental, —so- 
cial and moral development that. the 
child gets in this his most intense form 
of activity, and there is good reason for 
claiming that children’s plays do as 
much to bring out their latent capabil- 
ities and prepare them for life as does 
their school training. “It seems to me 
that the value of play as a moral edu- 


cation, to say nothing of its intellectual | 


benefits, has not been generally appre- 
ciated 
It is the duty of the school to shield 


the early years of its pupils from = all} . 
Set } the pleasure of doing them, 


needless strain of anxiety, We are to 
prevent all forms of overwork, and to 
insist that at least in-these formative 
years, the body shall keep pace with 
the mind in its growth and harmonious 
development. 

Dr. Harris says: “In the development 
of the child, the relaxation of play is 
as necessary and quite as lmportant.as 
schooling, ‘Through play and the tem 
porary enjoyment of his caprice, is ma- 
tured the self-hood of the child.  Orig- 
inality, strength, character and healthy 
development are all secured by well 
directed play. The school chas 
too much impressed with the main fact 
of its mission,—- namely: to eliminate 
the animal nature and to superinduce 
the spiritual nature — to notice the 
priceless benefit of complete abandon 
to enthusiastic play.”

fold more profitable. -Only a small 
part of a child can be observed at 
school or under any one condition, but 
his real nature unfolds ,jitself in play; 
hence observing and directing the plays 
of children are the best possible means 
of getting’ acquainted with them and 
learning how to truly educate them. 

The Normal School at Fitchburg, 
from whose principal I have quoted 
much, has arrangements not only for 
observing children in the school-room, 
but also for obsérving and joining in 
their plays; and experience thus far 
warrants its continuance. At the. close 
of the year the Normal students were 
asked what they had learned” from 
their experiences. with’ the children, 
and the following quotation from one 
of the pupil teachers is typical of the 
whole, She said; “The play period 
has brought to my recollection many 
characteristics of children which I had 
forgotten. The children have treated 
me asa companion, and I seemed to 
forget for the time that I was not Gne 
of them. I found out in the only true 
way how to sympathize with them 
and enter into their feelings. I could 
learn much of their home training 
from incidental contidences from. them 
which I might never have gained in 
the school-room.” 

Dr. Burnham of Clark University 
says: “Many of the forms of physical 
education are found to be fatiguing and 
therefore fail to give a child that rest 
which he needs 
for complete relaxation. Children who 
are brought up away from their fellows 
are dreamy, living in strange worlds. 
Such children-areZmore thoughtful and 
may have deeper natures, but) lack 
adapting power. Play, physically, gets 
one into the halit of doing things for 
Play in- 
creases the capacity of the individual 
for action. Another social, rather than 
psychological point is that play 
lengthens the period of childhood. To 
be free to grow until he is twenty or | 
twenty-five, perhaps, lays the founda- 
tion for the man’s future 
Play, in keeping up childhood’s inter- 
ests, preserves the viger ‘and optimism 
of youth. —This problem of the school 
system is of peculiar importance (to | 
the present generation because of the 
greater concentration—in_ cities. The | 
children in the country schools have an | 
immense advantage over the city schoo! 
children in this respect. In the Eng- 
lish schools beys are made to play, and | 
itis a question whether when a boy is 
made to play it: does not take away all 
the pleasure and with it the benefit of | 
play, He should at-any rate learn how | 
to play and to enjoy play. i

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minutes of play-time has been from the 
standpoint of discipline’ alone very 
helpful, and where tried and after- 
wards suspended, teachers have begged 
that it might again be granted because 
the children worked and acted so much 
better after it. Besides, such a play- 
time is a harvest field for a teacher who 
desires to know the natures of her chuil- 
dren as they really are. 

Experiments conducted by Burger- 
stein, of the Leland Stanford Uni- 
versity, prove that long continued men- 
tal application without relaxation in- 
duces fatigue and is far less fruitful 
than comparatively short periods of se- 
vere effort followed by short inter- 
missions of rest and recreation. When | 
pupils. have tasks requiring close at- | 
tention for an hour or an hour and a 
half they will accomplish most with 
least waste of energy by breaking up | 
the long stretches into several parts, | 
and introducing a few periods of rest or | 
of free play in alternation with short | 
periods of intense work. 

The German schools have frequent 
recesses, one each hour of ten minutes | 


duration. That is, no session of con- 
tinuous study is longer than fifty 
mintites; indeed, the law in’ Prussia 
prescribes forty minutes aggregate of 
recesses to five hours of study. Isn't 
it true that our system of One, or two, 
or no recesses in addition t o the inter 
mission necessitates undue — strain on 
the youthful mind, often creating a 
state of chronic mental fatigue, which 
goes fora long while unnoticed except 
by experts, and which possibly may- 
end in serious nervous disorders?

BANK CAVED IN.

An accident which resulted in the 
death of one man and the narrow es- 
cape of another from almost certain 
death occurred Monday afternoon 
about 2 o’clock on the farm of the late 
Stephen Williams situated in the west 
part of Methuen.

There were more persons died in this 
city last week than ever before in one 
week s.nce the incorporation of, the 
city. 

There were 49 deaths last week re- 
ported to the board of health. The near- 
est aprcach to that figure was 44 one 
week last summer. 

Of those who died last week 24 were 
under 5 years of age and 15 were over 
50. The causes of death were: Cerebral 
hemorrhage, Bright's disease, cancer 
of bowels, ulcers of stomach, gagstro- 
enteritis, pleurisy, premature birth, 
heart disease, infantile convulsions, 
cancer of stomach, cholera’ infantum, 
pulmonary oldema, haematenesis, old 
age, diarrhoe, cefebral concussion, 
diphtheria one each; scarlet fever, 
meningitis, tuberculosis, gastritis, two 
each; stillborn, marasmus ‘three each;

Dr. W..J. Sullivan was the first wit- 
ness. In his opinion he said, the wo- 
man although very sick, understood all 
that was going on. 

Patrick McGarry, the next witness, 
testified that he witnessed the signing 
of the will. In his opinion the woman 
did not seem to realize what was being 
done. 

Ellen McGarry, wife of the preceding 
witness also witnessed the signing of 
the will. She said Mrs. Tuohey when 
asked to sign the will said she didn’t 
want to. 

The first witness for the contestant 
was Belle A. Foley, who testified that 
Mrs. Tuohey gave her a sum of money 
and a bank book to keep, requesting 
her not to give it to Dennis, her hus- 
band. Mrs. Foley said that Mrs. Tuohey 
repeatedly told her she would never 
make a will. At the suggestion of Fr. 
Flemming she gave the money and 
bank book to Mr. Tuohey after Mrs. 
Tuohey died. Mrs. Foley said that 
Mrs. Toohey appeared to be out of her 
mind some of the time. 

Witnesses testified tnat they wrote 
letters frequently to Mr. Armstrong 
for Mrs. Tuohey.

Bradley was drawing up the will. He 
testified that he heard his mother say 
that she didn't want to sign the will 
and that she did so only after Mr. 
Bradley had insisted repeatedly that 
she should sign. 

Evidence was introduced that Mr. 


Armstrong hail been sentenced to state 
prison for burglary. 

Fr. Flemming was called by Mr. 
Bradley. He saw Mrs. Tuohey the day 
she died. To him she appeared to be 
of sound mind. ‘He suggested that 
she ought to make a will. She _ said 
she didn’t consider it necessary, as ev- 
erything would of course go to her 
husband. Nothing was sail about her 
son, John Armstrong. 

‘Mr. Tuohey testified that the purse 
his wife gave Mrs. Foley contained $330, 
and the bank book $1000. He knew of 
no reason, he said, Why his wife kept 
this from him. 

W. J. Bradley then testified that he 
was called by Dr. Sullivan to draw up 
Mrs, Tuohey's will, arriving at the 
house about 12.10 p m. He was alone 
with Mrs. Toohey while he drew up the 
will.

News from the State House 


STATE HOUSE, May 14—During. the 


latter days of last week the House in- | 


creased its pace to a marvelous degree, 
and as a result reluced the calendar 
by about three pagés.. This is notable 


progress as compared with the slowness | 


up. to that time. 

One of the reasons for. getting 
through so much business was the rule 
that speeches shall be limited to ten 
minutes each, and that a suspension 
of the rule shall only allow a member 
10 additional minutes. This rule went 
into effect on Thureday and had only 
been once suspended up to the time of 
adjournment on Friday. 

Another contributing cause was the 
refusal of the members to vote to re- 
consider any previous actions. This 
was shown against the proposal to re- 
consider the rejection of the bill to for- 
bid the use of dark cells in penal insti- 
tutions, and also on the bill to exempt 
veterans of the Spanish war from the 
provisions of the Civil Service rules. 

This latter bill was passed to be en- 
grossed on Thursday, and on Friday 
Mr. Blood of Fitchburg moved to recon- 
sider in order that he might introduce 
an amendment to make the bill applica- 
ble only to such veterans as enlisted 
from this State. Though many of the 
friends of the bill were in favor of. Mr. 
Blood’s amendment as making the bill 


‘much more likely-to get through .the 


Senate, the motion was lost because 
it was feared the bill would be. killed. 
The amendment may be added in the 
Senate but most of the prophets think 
the bill has little chance to become law. 

On Friday the vote for an investiga- 
tion info the methods of county govern- 
ment was adopted without opposition, 
the only speaker being Mr. Clark of 
Dedham, who introduced it. The latter 
said his only object in introducing the 
order was to secure a uniform system 
for the different countries. The order 
provides that the investigation is to be 
made by the Attorney General, the Au- 
ditor of Accounts and the Controller of 
County Accounts, who are to report to 
the next General Court. 

The Cape Cod Canal bill was battered 
a little more on Friday when the 
amendment offered by Mr. Colby of 
Boston was adopted, the House also 
concurring in the amendments adopted 
by the Senate. Mr. Colby’s amendment 
provides that the stock and bonds of 
the company shall not exceed $6,000,000 
of each, and that only such an amount 
of each shall be issued as will cover the 
estimated cost the estimates to be made 
by the joint board provided for in the 
bill. The board is to be allowed $25,- 
000 to secure expert advices and for 
its other expenses. 

The opponents of the bill claim that 
this amendment leaves the bill just 
where it was in the beginning as to the 
possibilities for stock watering, but 
Mr. Colby claimed that it was a simple 
business proposition and it is apparent 
that a majority of the members accept- 
ed this view. 

The Senate had its first long gession 
on Friday when it spent three hours 
in Ciscussing the proposition to except 
the Boston Elevated Street Railway 
from the provsions of the bill for the 
joint ‘use of tracks vy adjoining street 
railways. The Blevated was finally ac- 
cepted, and further consideration of the 
bill put over to this week. This exemp- 
tion practically kills the object of the 
bill, whch was to allow out of town 
lines an entrance into Boston. 

Tcday Mr. Dean of Wakefield will ask 
the House to reconsicer its vote of 
Friday whereby it rejected the bill to 
provide that foreign corporations doing 
business in this state must make com- 
plete returns of their stockholders and 
the number of shares held by each. It 
is likely that in this case the House 
may suspend its rule against reconsid- 
eration, as the rejection of the bill wae 
peculiar. It was very evident that a 
quorum was not present when the vote 
was taken, but before Mr. Dean could 
raise the point of order, Mr. Selfridge 
of Boston, who had opposed the bill. 
moved to acjourn and the motion pre- 
vailed. 


STATE HOUSE, May 15—The bill to 
exempt veterans of the Spanish war 
from the provisions of the Civil Service 
laws was today killed in the Senate by 
a roll-call vote of 12 to 16, the question 
being on ordering to a third reading. 

The debate was very short. Senator 
Gardner of Essex said he saw no rea- 
son for exempting the Spanish war vet- 
erans. In the opinion of the Attorney 
General the bill would place the Span- 
ish war veteran on the same footing 
as to appointment to the public service 
as the Civil war veteran. 

Senator Keliher of Suffolk said jus- 
tice and equity demand such a bill. As 
far as Boston is concerned Civil Ser- 
vice is a dead letter. 

Senator Currier was paired in favor 
of the bill. 

The Senate also rejected the bill to 
establish a uniform fare of two cents 
per mile on railroads of the state of 
more than 20 miles in length, without 
even a division. . 

Tomorrow the Senate will discuss the 
general bill for the joint use of tracks 
by adjoining street railways and the 
chances are good that this will also be 
rejected.

After tacking on a large number of 
amendments to the House today passed

Comes from 


The eclipse of t sun which will oc- 
cur on May 28, and which is atracting 
the attention of the scientific men ev- 
erywhere, has been made the subject 
of many articles in the public prints 
of late, but so far as is known no state- 
ments have appeared as to whether the 
eclipse will be visible in New England. 
It will be, and will be a sight that sel- 
dom occurs, for it does not often hap- 
pen that an eclipse of this nature is 
seen by a person more than once in a 
lifetime. 

The eclipse will not be total here, the 
path of totality passing no _ further 
north than Virginia, but it will be 
nearly total in the latitude of Massa- 
chusetts, eleven-twelfths of the whole 
of the sun’s face being cut off at the 
period of the greatest darkness, thus 
making the light of day very dim, and 
almost wholly lost. 

The eclipse will begin at seven min- 
utes before 8 o’clock on the morning 
of the 28th, and the sun will grow 
darker and dearker until three minutes 
past 9 when eleven-twelfths of its light 
will be gone, The light will then grad- 
ually increase until 28 minutes past 10 
o'clock when. the eclipse ends. The to- 
‘tal length of the eclipse will be two 
hours and thirty-six minutes, but the 
time of greatest darkness will last for 
but a few minutes. 

it will be an interesting sight and one 
that will long be remembered by ev- 
erybody who witnesses it. 

The eclipse will be one of the best 
that Salem people can hope to see in 
a long period of years, for although 
there is another total eclipse of the sun 
in the year 1918 it will only be total in 
the southern part of the United States 
again, as is this one, and it will not 
be so pronounced in Essex county as 
the coming one. 

‘The path of the total eclipse of 1918 
will cross the path of the one this 
month, and people who are so fortunate 
as to live right at the point of crossing 
will therefore see two total eclipses, a 
rare thing in ‘the life of one man who 
does not travel about to be where the 
eclipses are, 

An eclipse of the sun is one of the 
most wonderful phenomena in nature, 
As the shadow rushes across the cdun- 
try the air gets colder and the darkness 
increases, and all of the signs of ap- 
proaching night are at hand.. Birds fly 
about wildly, sccq@2d and puzzled by the 
darkness. Wild animals become very 
ferocious, and domestic animals pre- 
pare for night, the hens going to roost 
and the cows coming’ home as jn the 
evening. A strange stillness comes 
cver everything, the sounds of nature 
are hushed, and the light from the sun 
that still shines casts fantastic and cu- 
nicusly formed shadows which art dis- 
orted and out of the usual proportions, 
Ignorant people are often badly fright- 
ened and at a total eclipse in China the 
natives have bombarded the sun ‘to 
drive away the dragon which they be- 
lieved to be devouring it. 

But in civilized lands an eclipse is a 
great Occasion for science and it is 
mpade the mest 6f during the short time 
that it lasts,
